On later TV news there was reference 
to iiCOovem's campaign statement that the peace ploy was fraud, but a typically, no shots of 
KcG saying it and no use of his voice tiiat I saw or heard. I think, perhaps wrongly, tiiat 
Henry got a bit twisted in his versions of October, different now than then, aside from his 
within-reach statement before the election, also interesting is his acknowledgement tiiat 
making any statement at all violated the negotiating agreement, which he pinned firmly on the 
President.
